ers and which survived 1945 destruction of other installations there has been 
reactivated and is now in operation by Soviet Army personnel, *largement of 
the station, which is located next to the Zossen post office, is believed to 
have been concluded about 3 June 1348, but detailed information is not yet 
available, Designated Maybach I and Maybach TI for Hitler's use, this station 
enabled him to communicate with all eastern and western front headquarters.

Bo Troops which evacuated Winsdorf in late May were replaced by approximately
